ACTION LEAGUE. The letter was written on the letterhead of the CONSTITUTION 
PARTY OF TEXAS and emanated from the Office of the State President BARD 
A. LOGAN, San Antonio, Texas. It was addressed: "TOMacARTHUR SUPPORTERS". 

Briefly, this letter stated that the people of each State 
should set up their own independent political machinery and put their 
own electors on their State ballot, which electors would be pledged to 
vote for Mac ARTHUR. The name of the Party could be anything and would 
not be significant so long as it was qualified to certify Presidential 
electors.

"1. The United States CONSTITUTION is a contract 

between the sovereign States, It is not a 

product of the mass of people. 
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”2. State governments are not the people, and the 
people are not the State Governments. The

: are two separate entities. 

"3* The United States is a contractural Republic. 

It is not a Federal Democracy or any other form 
of Democracy. 

" 4 » The people reign but do not govern. Their 
Representatives govern but do not reign. 

" 5 . All powers not specifically delegated to the 

united States by the CONSTITUTION are reserved 
in the states or in the people. 

"6. No treaty or international agreement shall be 
entered into which conflicts with the CONSTI¬

from being effective, and to so safeguard the 
sovereignty of the individual and the Internal 
laws of the land,

The above-mentioned letter dated August 1, 1953* 
after suggesting that there is no difference between the 
Democratic and Republican Parties, stated that one should be 
tired of having to vote for a man who is the "lessor of two 
evils", weary of supporting the "free world" and disappointed 
with the unkept promises of both major political parties; that 
one cannot live on his "take-home pay" and still provide for 
his own future, independent of the federal government; that 
one does not want to continue spending "blood money" backed 
by the "blood and bone and sinew of our fighting man in Korea 
(and possibly Indo China) under a controlled economy" or to 
have his children and grandchildren involved in a continuous 
and unending succession of hot and cold wars; and that one 
does not want to be a "world citizen" of a One World Government 
with no rights or privileges under the Constitution and the 
Bill of Rights. It states that to do something about it "we" 
can only work effectively through a political partyr-Van 
organization composed of the Majority of Americans who dearly 
love their families, their homes and churches, good music, 
good art, good books, sports and television--and so on down 
the line—The American Way of Life." 
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The above-mentioned letter warns that: 

’’This liberty will soon be dead if we do not rise to 
our feet TOGETHER and with one voice - cry out - STOP 
GIVING OUR BELOVED COUNTRY AWAY I Stop spending us 
into destruction! Stop killing our boys! Stop 
taxing us into one class--the poor!” 

and that: 

"Those who would overthrow this Republic by force-- 
and those who would destroy our Republic by sub¬ 
version and treason, either knowingly or unknowingly, 
through spending us into bankruptcy by supporting 
an unsound foreign policy and a Socialistic domestic 
policy—work tirelessly night and day - - 

It cites "a crying need for a political party to 
express the thoughts and ideas of all patriots who want a 
REAL ’change'." It alleges that there are but "a mere handful 
of men in both Houses of Congress who fight with all their 
might to keep the others from giving the United States of 
America away" and advises that all members of Congress are 
constantly pressured from the "left side", so "let us pressure 
them from the ’right side'," adding: "After all, it is public 
opinion that sways them; therefore, it is up to us to create 
the right opinion." 

The letter goes on to advise that to exert effective 
pressure, "we must be a voting power" and that, as in union there 
is strength, an should join together "as the Constitution 
Party." Towards the end the letter states that: 

"Our strength in numbers and purpose is dependent on 
you. Go out and talk to your friends and acquaintances 
—arouse their interest. You will be surprised and 
encouraged at the number of people who agree with you. 
Leaders and workers must be chosen in each county 
from amongst you. Help us make a wise selection." 

The above-mentioned memorandum (accompanying the 
letter), much more outspoken, states: 

"THERE IS AN ARMISTICE IN KOREA: but what does it 
mean? Are we going to permit Communist-Socialist 
nations, Russia, England, India etc. to dictate 
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’’and scheme us into further traps of INTERNATIONALISM 
- world government or the beginning of one through 
NATO and the skeleton framework of the British Empire? 

"And do not be fooled by the term - FREE NATIONS OF 
THE WORLD, a phony phrase and scheme to attract people 
of good intentions and worked overtime by our Inter¬ 
nationalist Cabinet and other International stooges 
and principals in the Government. 

"All of these affairs have been schemed, planned and 
operated through the forces of PROFESSIONAL INTERNATION¬ 
ALISTS - those who control both the Democratic and 
Republican Parties,, yes, the same in every other 
nation, Soviet Russia included. They, through war, 
scare, strife and intrigue of all kinds seek to 
throw all together for THEIR WORLD DOMINATION AND 
TRADE. 

"OUR SOVEREIGNTY: yes - what does it mean? First, to 
control our own armed forces of defense. We had the 
first requisite of a great army in Korea, GENERAL 
DOUGLAS MacARTHUR, and had spent billions, sufficient 
for the best army in the world - but then put beyond 
our control through the conspiracy of the United 
Nations. The press has been filled with stories of 
our great weapons, atomic guns, super-atomic bombs - 
to sell and scare the people in Nevada, yet THEY had 
the flower of our land, our youth fight in Korea with 
gun butts, bayonets, the same as they fought with 
five thousand years ago -UNITED NATIONS-INTERNATIONALISM... 

"THE OLD POLITICAL PARTIES HAVE PERMITTED THIS TO HAPPEN, 
even aiding it. They are so controlled as to be beyond 
recovery. A clean new party with no entangling 
alliances and controls but with high principles for 
the restoration and future protection of our Republic 
is our last hope. Please help us along and we will 
enlist sound national characters as fast as you aid 
us in this necessary organizational movement."

Meeting at Chicago 

"Closer Ups", of August, 1952, on Page 1, disclosed 
in part the following information: 

There were more than 200 U. S. citizens from over i|0, 
states who met at the B 0 tel Sherman, Chicago, Illinois, on August 
7 ^nd 8, 1952. The purpose of their meeting was to register their 
intense disappointment of the Republican Convention held in 
Chicago in 1932. They felt that the convention was captured by 
the large money Interest of New York and Detroit, and the 
prlnolplea of"H00VER and MAC ARTHUR*were completely repudiated 
which had brought the Republican Party acclaim and acceptance. 

This resulted in spontaneous indignation meetings in Chicago 
hotels, which were attended by hundreds of hurt delegatee and 
observers. They fslt a new party was their only hope. 

Poliowing the Democratic Party Convention in 1952 in 
Chicago calls went out from Congressman HOWARD BUFPETT, Nebraska; 
"Operation America", Washington, D, C.J "Freedom Clubs"; and 
^Minute Women of America", for oltizenB to meet In Chicago at 
their own expense to express their political opinions. The 
formation of this new political party was in the minds of all thoae 
who responded. Inasmuch as the complete lose of political, parties 
to American nationalism was becoming more oonolusive to them.

III. STATED AIMS AND OBJECTIVES 

A leaflet entitled Constitution Candidates , Volume XVI, 
San Antonio, Texas, October 10, 1954, sets forth the following 
information: 


"Constitution Party Is States’ Rights Party" 

"The Constitution Party, founded in 1950, is champion 
of States Rights and the rights of individual Citizens. 
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"Sound government will be restored only when enough individ¬ 
uals understand the original intent and purpose of the Con¬ 
stitution and apply.its principles in the selection of 
public .officers.■ When that happens, Constitutional govern- 
will be in effect. 

"V'e print the 10th amendment as our stand on States' 
rights; our oath of office as our solemn promise to fight 
Communism; and several excerpts from pronouncements of Gen.

"For immediate withdrawal from the United Nations, NATO 
and all other schemes for Universal government or world 
dictatorship. 

"For immediate severance of diplomatic relations with the 
government of Russia and other communist governments, 

"Oppose the U. S, Government meddling in the affairs of 
other nations, and other nations meddling in the affairs 
of the United States. 

"Deport all foreigners now illegally in this country,’and 
cancel the citizenship of those who advocate alien idealo- 
gies of government.. 

"Return all American soldiers to America and deport to their 
homeland all foreign soldiers now quartered here. 

"For full protection by government of all loyal citizens 
at home or abroad whether in’ or out of the armed forces." 

Thereafter was set forth this statement: 

"This we believe. For this we stand. Upon this basis 
we ask you to support the candidates of the Constitution 
Party in the November 2nd, 1954, general election, and 
thereafter. 

"If you want to return to Constitutional government, 
get oh the wagon going in that direction. Get off the 
Communist Manifesto garbage truck headed for the dump 
ground where the shattered remains of other communist 
wrecked nations lie, but not in peace," 

Undated publications number 13 of the Constitution Pres3 
as furnished by T-l contained a suggested platform of eight points 
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for a U» S« Political Party and will be set forth hereinafter. The 
article proposing these eight points contained the following state¬ 
ment : 

"A political party loyal to the United States needs no 
principles other than set forth in the original Constitution 
of the United States of America. Those principles are as 
elementary and ageless as the Ten Commandments. 

"Sound government will be restored only when enough 
individuals understand the original'intent and purpose of 
the Constitution and apply its principles'in selecting 
public officers. When that happens Constitutional govern¬ 
ment will be in effect naturally and without fan-fare." 

•. A similarly-worded eight point platform was also set forth 
in undated publication number 15 of the Constitution Press , as made 
available by T-l. The article containing these points is entitled 
"A Political Platform for Constitutionalists." This artiole con¬ 
taining the platform is set forth below: 

"This platform is for concurrent action by•citizens who 
give more than lip' service to the Constitution. It will 
restore the original Constitutional Republic, reinstate 
Representative Government in fact, and personally actuate 
the rights inherent citizens now .let domestic traitors and ' 
foreign invaders usurp-, and flout. - 

"Before citizens can be politically’effective they 
must be in-agreement upon - certain specific objectives- they 
want to institute in the public policies of the government. 

They can*t be like children playing 'follow the leader* who 
don't know where they are going or what they are going to do - 
after they-get'there.

Revoke the citizenship and privileges of all subversives

"3» After due warning,.deport or decapitate those 
who continue to advocate and promote.any form of government 
as a substitute for the principles the original Constitution 
ordained, to be in effect for all time. Treason is treason. 

"ij.. Eliminate the accumulation of obsolete, unworkable 
or, undesirable statutes by setting a definite date for ex- , 
piration, probably within two to four years after enactment. 

"5. Renounce all present Treaties, executive, agree¬ 
ments and military compacts which affect internal law or 
v/hich impair the total sovereignty of this'nation, or which 
deny to loyal citizens at home or abroad the fullest pro¬ 
tection of government in their inherent citizenship rights. 

"6. Repeal these words in Section 2, Article 6: ’and 
all Treaties made, or which shall be made, under the authori 
ty of the United States,’ which words traitors use for pur¬ 
poses never intended; also repeal the word ’present’ in 
paragraph 2, Section 2,.Article 2. Require two-thirds of 
all Senators to .ratify Treaties,’,executive agreements and 
military compacts of any nature whatsoever. Repeal the 
offending words. Do not add more wordy Amendments to the 
Constitution'for judicial lackeys to warp," twist and mis¬ 
interpret. ‘ 

"7. Repeal the Communist ’progressive’ Income Tax

This letter is quoted in part as follows: 

- "Folks are finally waking up to the fact that just meeting 
•and-organizing something or other, and reorganizing it, and 
passing resolutions, and writing their Congressmen, is getting 
them exactly nowhere fast with nothing but exhaustion to 
show for their efforts and money expended* 

"It is politics that got this country Into such a- mess 
and only politics of the right kind can clean it up.

Nations 
Headquarters was moved from New York City to San Antonio, Texas, in 
December 1902, to facilitate organizational work. The National 
Committee met in San Antonio on May 25, 1953> completed its perma¬ 
nent organization, and restated the party's principles. Although 
state organizations are considered to be autonomous the Constitution 
National Committee reserves its "right to 'choose its membership 
measured against its established principles and objectives." Party 
principles claim the Federal Constitution is a contract between 
"sovereign states" and the United States is a "contractural Republic' 
emphasize states* rights and denounce encroachments upon the Federal 
and State legislative branches, including international"treaties 
or agreements conflicting with the Federal and State Constitutions. 
The Constitution Party, USA, opposes world government, world wars, 
international control of "our sovereign affairs" and regimentation 
of the citizen by "military or otherwise."

investigation of the Constitution Party in Texas is doubtful, and 
a separate letter is being addressed to the Bureau in this regard.

The 
paragraph headings (which, it is stated, did not appear in 
the original letter) are indicative of the subject matter of 
the letter. Some of them are the following: "A Republic up 
to 1913; now debts by the trillion and lives by the million: 
dictators usurp - only the people*s rule is safe; sound youth 
training, yes - but why slip in social dictatorship; even the 
normal news services did not conform; a few alert citizens 
checked the Pentagon; a few sleepers in the UMT Act; world 
government schemes stopped by alert citizens; United Nations* 
charter ratified by the Senate has the biggest sleepers; when 
internationalists and their bankers and big government are 
in cahoots - that's real fascism; our most trusted legislators 
damn them, then vote for them; I repeat - - dictators usurp - 
only the people's rule is safe". 

On the rear of the pamphlet it states: "Arthur E. 

Case, Box 8711, Hollywood 46, California. A personal service 
to fellow Americans at cost for extra copies: This booklet, 

$5.00 per 100 ..." 
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On May 30, 1952 ARTHUR E. CASE and other members 
of the Committee to Elect Senator Jack B. Tenney to Congress, 
P. 0. Box 16364, Vine Station, Los Angeles 38, California, 
visited this office and submitted a letter (on the committee's 
letterhead), signed Jointly by them, which charged an opposing 
candidate's committee with violation of an election statute. 

T-5* a Government investigative agency, under date 
of August 28, 1953 advised that ARTHUR E. CASE, age 60, re¬ 
tired manufacturer, was actively engaged in mailing circu¬ 
lars issued by the constitution Party, USA, which operates 
out of P. 0. Box 8911, Los Angeles 46, California; and that 
a reliable source advised that CASE is a clean-cut individual 
who lives in a nice residential section of Los Angeles. 

T-6 advised that P. 0. Box No. 8711, Los Angeles 46, 
(since renumbered 46261) was applied for on December 3* 1952 
by A. E. CASE, retired manufacturer, residing at 1714 North 
Orange Grove Avenue, and that mail is received through the 
above box for the Constitution Party of America (and of 
California).

Over 2400 years tgo PUto gave us the formula 
to discern the meaning of winds He said, “Only 
the ancient word disclose* the intention »t the 
word giver." The ancient* gave language Its exitt- 
Ing composite character, and wt must lake It to 
piece* at they put it togdlicr to ace whether the 
words, both the earliest and the later, still have 
the definition and meaning that the word fiver 
intended. 

Lei us taka the word *ooMatiiotion’ apart and 
see what it means. Con- comes from the Latin 
preposition ‘ctira' tigitifying with, together, in con¬ 
junction, etc. Stitute is from Latin statue re mean* 
ing to place. The French tnfts -ion means, “Act 
or process: also, its result." Thus the word cniali- 
tution means, "the tel or process of suiinmng or 
placing something in a given situation."

If Ihn foregoing i* the definition and meaning 
of constitution, then wlul ia the document we 
glibly refer to as the US. Constitution? Lei us 
look at that document and see If it qualifies as a 
constitution — something fixed in a given situation 
—not subject lu change. 

The so-termed Conatilulion was written to Auto¬ 
matically change Itself in several respect* on speci¬ 
fied dates, and at an unspecified dale such ss 
qualifying to be President; it has a provision 
stating that it can ba changed under certain con¬ 
ditions, and by other* than those illegcJ to havo 
ordained it: it waa changed two years after adop¬ 
tion by adding Ten Amendments; and it has since 
been changed 12 limes by adding 12 more Amend¬ 
ments. 


Judges hive changed this so-termed Constitu¬ 
tion by wierd interpretations, and the legislative 
ami executive department* liave changed it by im- 
plying powers not specifically nam ed i n the 
CHANT ol power. A writing subject * to ‘additions 
or deletions, interpretations or implications, ia 
definitely not a constitution if we rely on tlie 
ancient word* from which the word giver fabri¬ 
cated constitution. 

A constitution-in fact must be an explicit bilat¬ 
eral contract betwrm actoal citiscna to jointly exer¬ 
cise lheir power and manage public affairs through 
hired agent*.

The so-called Constitution is alrictly a unilat¬ 
eral scheme of government to give a few men the 
puwer to rule the rest of the people- The people do 
uot hire their governors, they merely vole for 
them to be thdr mien.

This source advised that at a consolidation meeting 
at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5, 1960, at which the North 
Carolina and Texas Klans were not represented, it was resolved 
and passed that their name be changed to National Ku Klux Klan. 

This source also advised that at a consolidation 
meeting at Savannah, Georgia, October 23, 1960, it was resolved 
and passed that in any future meetings, of this group the name 
"Majority Citizens League" was to be used. 

A second source advised that at a Rational klonklave 
meeting at Texarkana, Texas, on February 11-12, 1962, a motion 
was carried’that there were to be at least six national meetings 
a year to be held any time from one week to twelve weeks after 
the last meeting. The time and meeting place were to be decided • 
by the newly-elected chairman. This second source also advised 
that at each meeting a new chairman and acting secretary were 
to be elected to serve at the next meeting. A national secretary 
had not been appointed. 

A third source advised that at a national meeting on 
November 11-12, 1961, United Klans of America, Inc. (UK) was in¬ 
vited to meet with NKKK and it was agreed they would meet together, 
but there was no talk of consolidation.
